She seized 
upon every invention that might 
lessen their work: the sewing ma- 
chine, the rotary egg beater, and the 
double-boiler were first introduc- 
ed to the home through Sarah Hale’s 
efforts, 

Mrs. Hale did not scorn beauty 
aids. Although neither Elizabeth 
Arden nor Helena Rubenstein would 
approve of her “wrinkle eradicator” 
who knows but it may have been 
responsible for her fine skin. The 
eradicator consisted of 
brown paper, the kind that butch- 
ers used thirty years ago, dipped in 
vinegar. Mrs. Hale had her own for- 
mula for a hand lotion which she 
used faithfully. Among its ingre- 
dients were cocoanut oil and rose 
water. You might be interested to 
know that Mrs. Hale was the first 
to use the word “lingerie,” a handy 
term was needed to cover the bulky 
impedimenta known as the under 
wardrobe. 

The good works we owe to this 
distinguished woman are legion. She

German Coup

Narvik, Dr. M. A. Nolda, a world 
war submarine commander, of hav- 
ing been the chief German spy 
charged with preparations for the 
invasion. Further, he asserted, Nolda 
had been German consul at Le Ha- 
vre when the liner Paris was de- 
stroyed by a mysterious fire. Ham- 
bro said that he personally had 
warned the Norwegian government 
to be most careful about permit- 
ting Nolda to serve as a German 
consular official in Norway. 

By UNITED PRESS 

The Allies fought back with in- 
creasing power today against the 
German military grip on central 
Norway. 

The Scandinavian fighting fronts 
Still were scattered after three 
weeks of war in the north but for 
the first time the British, French 
and Norwegian forces were blocking 
the German advance at important 
points and the German official news 
agency admitted that stubborn re- 
sistance had been encountered. Ne- 
vertheless, the fighting surged per- 
ilously close to the main Allied 
railroad line at Hjerkinn, toward 
which the Nazis were battling. 


Admiral Sir Roger Keyes, who was 
chief-of-staff at Gallipoli, said in a 
speech: 

“I appeal to them (the govern- 
ment) to remember the lessons of 
Gallipoli, where we failed for lack 
.of a bold policy.” 


It was claimed that more Allied 
ships had arrived in Norway with 
troops and equipment and the Al- 
lied-Norwegian forces are putting 
up a stiff fight in central Norway. 
However, the tone of the state- 
ments indicated it was defensive ac- 
tion rather than the bold offensive 
which the public wants to see.

Colonia] 
life is discussed and exemplified 
in the restoration of that massive 
old capital of Virginia, Williams- 
burg, a restoration made possible 
by the generosity of John Rocke- 
feller, Jr. Plantation life is not 
entirely shorn of that rosy-col- 
ored glamor we have come to as- 
sociate with it through the movies. 
Miss Rothery shows us the lives of 
the famous Virginia statesmen, 
Washington against the background 
Of Mount Vernon, Thomas Jeffer- 
son against the background of 
Monticello.
